It and Stephens County 
have far greater medical resources 
than most rural areas in Georgia.

Yet, un- 
der the State’s hospital plan, a 
need for more hospital beds is 
shown. 

Dr. Good envisions Toccoa as a 
medical center of North Georgia.

Trapper Dead 


After Shooting 


Spree at Club 


LIVINGSTON, La.—(P)—A 61- 
year-old farmer-trapper was found 
shot to death yesterday after his 
21-year-old estranged wife and two 
other persons were wounded. 

The shooting occurred in the 
Head of Island community of Liv- 
ingston Parish. 

Sheriff H. M. Waguespack, of 
Ascension Parish, who assisted in 
the investigation, said hte dead 
‘man was Henry Berthelot. 

Wounded were Mrs. Rose Ber- 
thelot, Mrs. Royonette Finn, 32, 
of Head of Island, and Walter 
Guitreau, 24, of Baton Rouge. 
Mrs. Berthelot was in serious con- 
dition at a Baton Rouge hospital. 
Mrs. Finn, in Charity Hospital in 
New Orleans, was in critical con- 
dition, with a bullet wound through 
her chest. Guitreau was taken to 
the Veterans Hospital in New Or- 
leans. A bullet had passed through 
his right shoulder and shattered 
his jaw. 

The shooting occurred in front 
of a club and grocery. Sheriff 
Qaguespack said Berthelot, armed 
with a .38-caliber pistol, fired the 
shots. Officers followed Bertbelot 
to his fishing camp on the Arnite 
River, about a mile from his home, 
where they found him dead. A 
bullet had’ pierced his heart. The’ 
fishing camp was about a mile 
from the store. No motive had 
been established.

read to the crowd. 

The superintendent of rescue 
operations, Raymond Hill, had an- 
nounced some time before that 
Kathy had b-en located. He de 
clined, however, to say whether 
she was alive. 

Hill walked away from report- 
ers when they asked him if he 
would say whether the little girl 
is alive. 

He said he had no further state- 
ment to make. 

Hill and a doctor inside the 
ambulance, which was backed to 
the top of the tunnel, went into a 
hurried conference. O. A. Kelly, 
directing elevation of the child 
from below, called instructions re- 
garding the handling of rope into 
Kathy’s chamber, but there was 
no attempt made immediately to 
bring her up. 

The microphones went dead and 
Kelly was cut off from his ground 
crew. 

The crew was asked by Kelly to 
send down a cigarette. One was 
sent to him in a little paper cup. 

“I’m not coming up until the job 
is finished,” Kelly shouted to his 
crew. 

He went down into the tiny 
shaft at 3 o’clock (PST) yesterday 
afternoon. He had been in dark- 
ness for four and one-half hours 
when he asked for the cigarette. 

Bill Yancey, a hard rock miner 
and one of the most active in the 
rescue operations, went into con- 
ference with Hill. 

Scores of policemen and sheriff's 
deputies were on the scene by 
now. They were stationed to keep 
open a lane of escape for the am- 
bulance which was equipped for 
emergency treatment en route to 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

Kelly came to the surface at 
7:35 p. m. and a blanket was 
thrown around him. He was limp- 
ing but it did not appear that he 
was seriously hurt. 

There ~vas a delay of more than 
15 minuies while Hill and Kelly 
went into the ambulance and 
talked. 

Rescuers conquered a_ serious 
water-seepage problem and late 


yesterday began sawing through 
the pipeline. 

Two members of the fescue 
crew narrowly escaped serious. 
injury in midafternoon as a cave-| 
in partly buried them in the’ 
lateral tunnel from the rescue 
shaft to the well. 

The final phase of the heroic! 
volunteers’ efforts to lib .ate the! 
‘little girl was started as Kelly be-| 
ga: using a pneurnatic saw to cut! 
'through the double-walled nipe at 
la point 94 feet below the surface. 
‘Drills had broke> off repeatedly. 

To lower the water table which’ 
rose from the 100-foot level in the 
rescue tunnel, it was decided to 
operate a pump at full speed 120 
feet north of the abandoned well. 

Fireplugs .and water mains in 
San Marino were opened to free 
the pumped water. The pumping 
‘filled a nearby reservoir to over- 
fiowing and the water was di- 
verted to another. 


Kathy Is Found Dead 


The crowd cheered Ted Straser, 
a sandhog, as he came up from 
examining the tunnel. 

The flow from the water table 
at times rose to three gallons a 
minute. . 

Many of the crowd had been at 
the scene at intervals since Friday 
afternoon. Some of them waited 
throughout the night, huddled in 
blankets against the slight chill of 
the Spring night. 

Peering through the hole cut in 
the old well casing at the 57-foot 
level, Kelly, with the help of 
mirrors and a flashlight, Saturday 
sighted what he believed to be 
the motionless arm and dress of 
Kathy. Later he said he was un- 
able to see her and he expressed 
belief that she had slipped down 
the pipe. 

Afterward a rubber ball was 
lowered into the well for 100 feet 
before striking an obstruction. 

Summoned by Kathy’s sister, 
Barbara, nine, and her cousin, 
Gus Lyon, five, Mrs. Fiscus shout- 
ed to her daughter and received 
faint responses. for a time. It 
was her cousin who was guided 
by Kathy’s weak cries to the 
weed-covered hole. 

The wel) was drilled in 1903 for 
irrigation purposes and was eban- 
doned in 1932 when the pipe part- 
ed 230 feet down. Neighbors said 
it once was covered by a wooden 
platform, which apparently was 
knocked aside when the lot was 
plowed. 

Kathy’s father, manager of the 
San Gabriel system of the Cali- 
fornia Water and Telephone Com- 
pany, returned from Sacramento 
a few hours before the child fell 
into the well. He nad appeared 
before a legislative committee in 
behalf of a bill which would re 
quire that abandoned wells be ce 
mented shut. 

Prayers for the safety of little 

Kathy arose from many pulpits - 
and pews yesterday. 
‘ None was more fervent than at 
the San Marino Congregational 
Church, where Kathy was bap- 
tized last Christmas. Her parents 
are members.

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Should We Rearm Western Europe? 


Senators, who must ratify the Atlantic 
Pact before it takes on real meaning, are 
in a quandary over President Truman’s 
accompanying proposal slowly to reagm 
Western Europe to enable it to meet the 
threat of aggression. 


Many Senators who are heartily in 
favor of the Atlantic Pact view this plan 
with skepticism. Rearming Europe will 
cost a minimum of $1,250,000,000 the first 
year. That sum could mean the differ- 
ence between a tax increase and no tax 
increase in this country. With business 
activity in its present uncertain state, not 
many Senators and Congressmen are in- 
clined toward a tax increase, despite Mr. 
Truman’s insistence that it is going to be 
necessary. _ 


Then, too, there is a fear that rearm- 
ing European democracies, virtually un- 
der Russia’s nose, might provoke her to 
retaliatory action. Thus, a war might be 
set off by our very efforts to prevent it. 
Among those who ‘have voiced this fear 
is John Foster Dulles, able elderly states- 
man of the Republican Party. 


Equally strong, on the other side, is 
the argument that we must do all we can 
to protect the economic potential of West- 
ern Europe. As we in this country should 


well know, the ability to produce goods 
is one of the most important factors in 
winning a war. 

At the present time we are building 
up, through the European Recovery Pro- 
gram, Europe’s productive capacity. We 
can ill afford to see this industrial po- 
tential change hands and be used against 
us. 

It may be said that rearmament is the 
only way to give substance to the Pact. 
Western Europe obviously is not strong 
enough to resist aggression. If this coun- 
try fails to back up the agreement with 
arms, the Atlantic Pact becomes merely 
a piece of paper. 

But the Pact does guarantee that this 
country will go to the aid of any signatory 
power attacked. Uncertainty about Amer- 
ica’s position led the Kaiser in 1914 and 
Hitler in 1939 to go to war. They were 
betting the United States would stay out. 
The Atlantic Pact dispels the probability 
of any such misunderstanding on the par 
a future would-be aggressor. 

We, too, are in a quandary about re- 
arming Western Europe. But it is an 
issue that should have, and will have, the 
most careful scrutiny. And when the an- 
swer is determined we can only pray that 
it be the correct one. 


Protection at Bargain Rates 


, Thanks to a law enacted by the last 
session of the General Assembly, Geor- 
gia counties now car® get forest-fire pro- 
tection at what the Dalton News calls 
“bargain basement rates.” 

We hope all counties will take advan- 
tage of the protection offered. 

Under the new law, the State and 
Federal governments will furnish two- 
thirds of the annual operating budget for 
fighting forest fires while the county sup- 
plies only one-third. | 

Because of the equipment that is nec- 
essary the first year’s operation is the 
most expensive. In Whitfield, for ex- 
ample, the first year’s budget is set at 
$11,134, of which the county’s share will 
be $3,711. After that the cost will drop 
considerably and the county’s portion is 


expected to be about $2,500. 

Forest-fire protection probably will 
cost the average Georgia county $3,000 
to $4,000 the first year, with a propor- 
tionate decrease after the initial expen- 
ditures are made. 

Timber is Georgia’s most valuable 
natural resource. Two-thirds of the 
State’s area is in woodlands. Forest prod- 
ucts furnish employment to thousands of 
Georgians and account for a good portion 
of the State’s income. 

Certainly the protection of so valuable 
a resource is worth the $3,000 to $4,000 
annually it will cost the average county. 
Rather than asking themselves if they 
can afford the expenditure, the more 
pertinent question would be whether the 
can afford to be without it: ie

since the war. C. Parker Persons, direc- 
tor of the Regional U. S. Department of 
Commerce office, reported last week that 
twice as many peanuts from the South- 
east were exported last year as in 1947. 

There are, it is true, disturbing signs 
on the horizon. Britain is developing vast 
peanut plantations in Africa, which may 
in the future adversely affect our export 
trade. It remains to be seen, however, 
whether the experiment proves success- 
ful. | 

Peanuts have taken a leading place in 
the farm economy of Georgia and the 
Southeast. . And there’s no indication, for 
the present at least, that the crop will 
return to the small-change status. 


A Copy Our Ads - 


Pretty soon I am going to get to a story about 
how capitalism is coming to Uncle Joe’s coun- 
, try. But first a preamble: . 

A few years ago an effort was made to maintain a newspaper 
in New York City without advertising. True, it was a newspaper 
which never found itself. Founded as a paper without bias, it 
developed more bias trying to prove it had none than other papers 
had with admitted leanings or political affiliations. It finally got 
into the hands of the Communist wing of the newspaper Guild and 
acme be rescued By the honest men on it. But that is another 
story. 

People didn’t. read it. It then began, while carrying no ads, 
to run a summary of the ads carried by other papers as a sort of 
news service. This was a little silly—not to,carry ads but to write 
about the ads the other papers had. Nevertheless, this feature 
was the most popular it had. 

The paper died of no readers. Before it died it tried taking 
ads. But it had gone too far downhill and enjoyed no confidence 


and attracted little business. 
Ads I am a great reader of ads. In .a magazine I read them 
first. In a newspaper I read the news and then the ads. 
I wouldn’t want to read a paper or a magazine without ads. I 
think they dress up a page in looks and interest. I admit that 
some advertising is extravagant. But, by and large, it is adver- 
tising which has increased competition, produced a constant im- 
provement in quality of goods and services, encouraged the mass 
production of consumer goods which has established the standard 
of living we enjoy in this country, and it is advertising, and ad- 
vertising alone, which can tell the story of the products of fac- 
tory, mill, loom, mine, research laboratory, chemical plant; of the 
processing and fabricating of food, and all the gear’ which man 
has about him. 

The intellectuals have a lot of fun out of laughing at some of 
our ads and commenting on our public concern with digestion and 
elimination. : 

There also grew up, during the ’30s, a theory pushed by the 
Communist elements that advertising was unnecessary and wrong. 
They. sought to have the Government abolish advertising and to 
prohibit advertising claims, even though such claims be surveyed 
by the Federal agencies responsible. They still persist, though in 
lessened voice. ; 


S . Now, I assume, they will cease and desist. Any mo- 
urprise ment now we may expect The Daily Worker and 
Comrade Foster to speak well of American advertising methods. 

Because—and it does not surprise me—the Soviet Union now 
has adopted American advertising methods, even to electric signs, 
billboards and newspaper and magazine ads which the left-wing 
intellectuals used to have so much fun in denouncing as concrete 
evidence of the vulgar decadence and shallowness of American 
culture. 

They are, of course, a little crude in technique. Yet they follow 
the pattern developed by the crude Americans. Vitamin advertis- 
ing is widespread. A famous Soviet airman is pictured along with 
a personal testimonial saying that he takes the pills to keep fit. 
Another vitamin ad shows a mother and child with the mother 
saying her child has been more healthy since she started giving 
him vitamins. 


El t . Some of the new electric signs flash on and off with 
CCIIIC the virtues of the various brands of Soviet champagne, 
soap and the time to be saved riding the Soviet civilian airlines. 
Ballet dancers offer testimonials. 

The Soviet insurance agency uses billboards urging the insur- 
ing of life and property. A full page ad offers insurance on motor- 
cycles, boats and clothing. 

One of the latest ads is in newspapers, showing a picture of 
three models wearing new styles of dresses and calling upon Soviet 
women to avail themselves of the new look. 

Billboards proclaim the goodness of ice cream, cod liver oil 
and the various breads manufactured and sold. 


Services dustries whic# the Communist 
sneered most about—the easing of work by letting someone else 
do the heavy work. A Soviet home delivery service now offers, 
for a charge, to go get the groceries and deliver them; to bring 
home purchases of other goods, and to run errands. 

Jewelry, watches, rings and expensive cigaret cases also are 
offered to the consuming public seeking luxuries. 

Thus has the capitalistic system of advertising been found neces- 
Sary to encourage the Soviet peoples to buy consumer goods. It 
may safely be- assumed that both Lenin and Trotsky are spinning 
in their graves and are known in whatever place it is they occupy 
in eternity as “The Whirling Twins, Nikolay and Leon.” 

It is a new sort of Communist state than the one Nikolay 
Lenin envisioned. Uncle Joe has added money, higher pay for 
better work, piece work and incentive stretch-outs, a certain amount

Will Atlantic Pact Prevent War? 


WASHINGTON—The fundamental strategic concept behind the new Atlantic Pact is simple and 


clear. 


It is designed to prevent a repetition of what happened in the last war when Hitler ran ram- 


pant over a disunited Western Europe, picking off the countries one at a time until he had all but 


complete mastery of the situation. 

Over and above that, the purpose is to pre- 
vent war itself by uniting the strength of the 
Western democracies to discourage aggression. 
We and the other signatories to the Pact have 
pledged ourselves to join together in a common 
defense against any act of an aggressor. — 

Russia, at whom the Pact is primarily aimed, 
is forewarned that she cannot attempt to o /errun 
any of the countries involved in the security 
agreement, big or small, without inviting the hos- 
tility of a powerful block of nations, including 
the United States and Great Britain. All of this 
is to be done within the framework of the United 
Nations Charter, which itself was designed as an 
instrument of world peace. 


The new treaty represents a striking de- 
parture f.sm traditional American foreign 
policy, in that it is somewhat contrary to the 
warning given by George Washington in his 
farewell address about becoming involved in 
European entanglements. But it reflects the 
lessons we have learned after being drawn 
into two world wars in a brief space of time. 


We have learned that the world has grown © 


so small, with the community interest of nations 
so close, that we cannot escape involvement in 
a major war of European origin, regardless of 
how peaceful our intentions may be. That lesson 
we learned only too well from the past two world 
wars. In both cases war was thrust upon us. 

If we are going to be drawn into such wars 
we might as well adapt ourselves to proper de- 
fensive measures in advance, or security pacts 
which are designed to act as preventatives of war. 
Such is the sole purpose of the present instru- 
ment. 

But what is equally or more important, if we 
are threatened with another war of the kind it is 
far to our advantage not to allow some aggressor 


to do as Hitler did at the outset of the last con- 
flagration. One by one, he overran many of the 
smaller countries which ultimately would have 
been our allies. His policy, as we now know, was 
to pick them off one at a time to prevent them 
from becoming a part of the grand alliance 
against him in the end. 

Thus it was that when we were finally drawn 
into the conflict we found that France, Poland, 
Greece, Norway, Belgium, The Netherlands and 


the Czechs had been overpowered, leaving us | 
with a greater burden to carry. We did not even | 


have a friendly foothold through which we could 
enter Europe to take up the battle agains: him. 
We had to fight our way from the first landings. 


Things would have been far different if 
we had been a party to a security pact, such 
as the present one, at the time of the out- 
break of World War II. We could have 
saved all of these countries from going down 
one at a time, reserving their strength for 
use in the common cause against German 
aggression. It would have made the war less 
costly to us in both money and lives. 


More than that, it probably would have pre- 
vented any war from ever starting.

That is precisely what the North Atlantic 
Security Pact, as it is officially «nown, is in- 
tended to do with respect to Russia. ‘t serves 
notice that the Western democracies, in conjunc- 
tion with the United States and Britain, under- 
take to guarantee the integrity of the nations 
which are a party to the pact. Any act of ag- 
gression against one will be common cause for 
war by all. A dictator will think twice before 
acting up in the face of that kind of combination.

Should the Government Build Freight Cars? 


WASHINGTON—Interstate Commerce Commissioner J. Monroe Johnson has a national-defense 
project that calls for spending money in the United States and not abroad. The South Carolinian 


would have the government build a reserve fleet of freight cars. 
Johnson is the ICC’s authority on freight cars and contends that there is a critical shortage. 


Also, he holds that the railroads are not building up their stock of freight cars. 
running at an average of 8,500 new cars a month. 


10,000 a month. 
He estimates that the United States is in 


' need of 550,000 new boxcars, 300,000 to meet 
| current domestic needs and 250,000 to replace 


obsolete equipment that should have been 


scrapped long ago. 


Johnson has discussed his project with 
leaders of both the House and Senate. He 
says he has found general approval. Also, 
he says Pantagon chiefs favor the plan as 
an essentia] defense measure. Tightening 
economic conditions, Johnson declares, is 
still another reason why his project should 
be authorized. It would give a big shot in 
the arm to employment in several key in- 
fustries, he adds. 


Under Johnson’s plan, the Government would 
build several hundred thousand new freight 
cars over a period of several years. The equip- 
ment would be leased to the railroads when 


time, and would be available as a reserve in 
the event of a war emergency. 


THE SENATE has three floor leaders, al- 
though only two, the Democratic and the Re- 
publican, are listed in the Congressional Direc- 
tory. The third is an unofficial one, but potent 
notwithstanding. 

He is Sen. Richard Russell, Democrat, Geor- 
gia, smart and hard-working leader of the South- 
ern bloc.

One was the announcement that her er 
“there will be only one day a year set aside for 
the parades and speeches, which will be known 
as “Armed Service Day,” instead of the four 
. we had yearly for Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Air Force. The reason is to promote the 
. idea of unity in the services, which is a good one. 


But it will have the added blessing of giving 

: the. citizen only one day of the sort of histri- 

onics to which he has been subjected for four 

days hitherto, which is a distinct gain, especially 
in these times of tension. 


It might be a good idea also to have every 
year a day of “silence,” which. might be 
called “Peace Day,” on which the citizen 
could pick up his newspaper and listen to 
his radio and watch his television without 
reading or hearing about or seeing a single 
soldier, tank, airplane, rocket ship, warship 
or fiery speech from a general or admiral. 
A “Silence Week” would be still better if it 
would be possible to squeeze one in among 
all the weeks for this and that which we al- 
ready observe every year. And it would 
help to start it soon as an antidote to all the 
military stuff crammed down us in recent 
weeks. 


The other consoling factor in the Army dis- 
play this week.was that some of the military 
seem to have become conscious of the criticism 
‘of the gunplay and cries of alarm and the way 
the military has been throwing its weight 
around in a manner unseemly in peacetime for 
a Government supposedly in charge of civilians 
—or, at least there was a hopeful sign in some 
ef the things in their manuscripts. 


For example, Gen. Lawton J. Collins; Vice 


Chief of Staff, in his speech at Pittsburgh: “Our 
foreign policy is not made, and should not he 
made, by the Army.”.That’s good to hear. It 
~ would appear that the caustie criticism of Her- 


bert Hoover’s Commission on Reorganization of 
the Government. might have had some effect. 
The Commission’s task force report on the na- 
tional defense establishment said the military 
had been arrogating to itself too much influence 
in the field of policy. 

Then there was Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer 
who, in a speech before the Union League Club 
in Philadelphia, had the grace to admit that he 
might be charged with preaching a doctrine of 
fear in some of the things he said before that 
group. This was a recognition, at least, of the 
sort of psychology that seems to be the aim from 
what has been going on in recent weeks. Then 
he admitted and excused this approach, thus: 


“A powerful nation is using fear to in- 
timidate neighboring peoples and to hold sat- 
ellites in submission. We are therefore com- 
pelled to employ fear of inexorable retribu- 
tion against that powerful nation if we are 
wh stob her arrogant and ruthless aggres- 


Here is a clue to the apparent strategy—to 
scare Russia, to scare our own people and to 
scare Congress, the last in the interest of get- 
ting all the appropriations the military wants, 
including those to arm Western European nations 
in the Atlantic Pact. 

Russia just screams back, and in a rising 
crescendo, with all sorts of boasts about her 
might, and feeds her own people with propa- 
ganda that we are getting ready to make war 
on them, all of which creates a highly emotional 
state in which it becomes more and more im- 
possible to sit down around a table and negotiate 
our differences. 

It’s like two bullies swaggering up and down 
opposite sides of a street shouting their prowess 
and daring the other to do something, altogether 
a very depressing and discouraging spectacle, 
as well as being silly.

The bigwigs of the farmer federations say ditto. They don’t understand the implications, or even 
whether Charlie intends to use mirrors for the trick of raising prices and lowering costs at one and 


the same time. 

Well, sir, I’m braver than these gents. I 
‘don’t mind trying to explain Brannan’s magical 
formula, which simply puts the tax collector in 
the grocery business. Take milk, like Charlie 
did. It now sells for around 20 cents a quart. 


The Secretary says it would be 15 cents ~ 
a quart under his program. But the milkman 
still would get 20 cents, because the tax col- 

‘ Jector would take that extra nickel from the 
milk drinker’s other pocket. This is over- 
simplification, of course, but, in general, 
that’s the idea. 


' How many extra bookkeepers he would need, 
Charlie did not say, but the number would be 
considerable. They might even have to collect 
‘more than a nickel for what the Government 
calls administrative expenses. Brannan said we 
citizens would foot part of our grocery bills our- 
selves and the Government would pay the rest 
to thé farmers for such perishables as. milk, eggs 
and vegetables. 

That brings up rutabagas, which I don’t like. 
As I understand it, I’d be- paying for part of the 
rutabagas consumed by my neighbors every time 
I paid an installment on my income tax. Is 
that fair, Mr. Secretary? Why should I pay for 
somebody else’s rutabagas? 

And another thing: I am trying to reduce. 
Going easy on the butter. The one small pleasure 


involved is all the money I’m saving. Say the - 


fellow across the street is too skinny and spreads 


his bread a quarter of an inch thick. And there 
I am paying part of his butter bill. Fine for 
him, Mr. B., but tough on me. 

Or maybe I’m just an old-fashioned fellow 


place and without any assistance from the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue. If I’m wrong about 
this, I’ll be in a position soon to say so, because 
the big, bald-headed Brannan has an urgent date 
in the next couple of days to explain to Congress 
exactly what he does mean.

Appomattox--the Surrender and Restoration 


It was 84 years ago last Saturday that the Virginia village of Appomattox witnessed the last act 
in the tragic drama of the War Between the States. April had come, clothing the countryside with 


Spring loveliness, but the gaunt shadow of famine fell across that long, 


soldiers trudged heroically toward Appomattox. 

On the night of April 8, a camp-fire glowed 
from an eastern hill outside the village. General 
Robert E. Lee and his staff were gathered for a 
last council of war, the momentous outcome of 
which was to mark the close of an -era—the end 
- of a way of life, for the South. 


That same evening a far brighter light suf- 
fused«the western sky. With heavy hearts the 
villagers realized what this, the burning of sup- 
plies at Appomattox depot, would mean to the 
already tottering Confederacy. Even now the 
quiet was pierced by the echo of marching feet, 
the rattle of musketry and the dull roar of the 
fast-approaching cannon. The stage was being 
‘set for the Battle of Appomattox! The women 
and children were hastily evacuated. 

However, the next day brought, not battle, 
but surrender. & 

A newspaper of that day in recounting the 
news of the return of the refugees, made a typo- 
graphical error in using the letter “k” instead of 
‘*h.” “When the women returned, they were 
kissed by the Yankee soldiers!”’ 


On that fateful morning of April 9, Lee 
rested beneath the branches of an apple tree 
as he awaited a reply to the letter he had 
sent Grant requesting a conference to discuss 
the terms of surrender. An eyewitness re- 
lated that by 5 o’clock that same aftern$on, 
not a sprig of the historic tree was left. 


The two military leaders met in the parlor of 
the McLean House. The moment was tense. 
Lee and Grant were not strangers, having been 
officers togethér in the Mexican War. For a few 
minutes they talked of those other days. It was 
General Lee who brought the conversation 
around to the vital matter they had come to settle. 

General Lee was in the dress uniform of his 
Yank, but was unaccompanied except by one 
member of his staff, Colonel Charles Marshall. 
General Grant’s entire staff witnessed the dra- 
matic scene. Contrary to rumor, Lee did not 
offer his sword, nor did Grant request it. 

Grant, realizing as he did that Lee -vould like

The significant document, comprising 
terms of surrender having been signed, 
mounted his patient, faithful “Traveller.” When 
he rejoined his own men they pressed affection- 
ately around him. Eagerly they scanned his face 
for some token of what had happened. Con- 
trolling his voice with a mighty effort he spoke 
in these simple, but memorable words: 

“Men, we have fought through the war to- 
gether. I have done my best for you. My heart 
is too full to say more.” 

And so Lee left Appomattox, turning his face 


the 


toward Richmond, and the task of rehabilitation 


in which he was to play so noteworthy a part.... 
After the surrender, Appomattox became an 
almost deserted village—a forgotten spot on the 
map, though it marks a milestone of vast and far- 
reaching importance in the annals of ‘America. 
In 1935, by an Act of Congress, Appomattox was 
made a National Park, and funds were to be pro- 
vided for the restoration of the village as it was 
at the time of the surrender. Due to World War 
II, the work was interrupted. Now again the 
restoration program is being resumed. 


The McLean House, the heart of the. res- 
storation, has been rebuilt. This historic 
house was torn down with the idea of re- 
erecting it in Washington as a war memo- 
rial. After this plan was abandoned, only 
a mass of ri remained, for during the 
years the d ctive elements of time and 
souvenir hunters had taken their toll. As 
near as possible an exact replica of the house 
has been built with hand-pressed bricks te 
correspond with the few original bricks 
which were found. 


The ancient brick tavern, at whose hospitable 
doors the stagecoach was accustomed to stop in 
bygone days, housed General Grant and nine of 
his staff in the days immediately following the 
surrender. 

An artistic bridge spans the Appomattox 
River, which is in the surrender area. In the 
railings of this memorial bridge the design of the 
Confederate flag has been employed with singular 
effectiveness. Somewhat recently a youthful 
couple decided to be married on the bridge, at- 
testing in this way to their surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. 

The Appomattox Chapter of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy in commemoration of 
that epoch-making April 9, erected a granite 
marker where the Old Court House stood. It 
bears these arresting words: 

“Here Sunday, April 9, 1865, after four years 
of heroic struggle in defense of principles believed 
to be fundamental to the existence of our govern- 
ment, Lee surrendered 9,000 men, the remnant 
of an army still unconquered in spirit, to 118,000 
men under Grant.”

The Duke of Bedford gath- 
ered them together, and last 
year he had 300 of them.

It can’t be; I’ve been 
doing it for several years and if 
that sorry soil of mine will do-it,

Now I don’t mean on a test or 
exhibition plot. This is the 
fourth year for my whole corn 
crop of 125 to 150 acres to be 
planted on the 100-per basis and 
I’ve found it practical and prof- 
itable. I believe almost any 
farmer in Georgia who has 
fairly good dirt, suitable for 
corn, can make the same yield, 
but 100 bushels of corn require 
a few things. 

Not all is known about corn 
but several points are pretty 
well established. First and fore- 
most, it takes one and four- 
tenths pounds of nitrogen, one 
half pound of phosphoric acid 
and one pound of potash to pro- 
duce a bushel of corn. Those 
terms are for pure elements, 
which means in terms of com- 
mercial fertilizer that an acre of 
ground, to produce 100 bushels 
of corn, should have 870 pounds 
of 16% nitrate of soda, or 430 
pounds of 32.6 ammonium ni- 
trate, 250 pounds of 20 super- 
phosphate and 166 pounds of 
60% muriate of potach. About 
one-third of the potash is re- 
moved with the ear. About 50 
pounds of calcium are required, 
too, so are several of the trace 
elements, such as zinc and man- 
ganese, in small quantities. 

Makes you want to throw up 
your hands, right off, doesn’t it? 
Goodness, all that much high 
priced fertilizer! Well, that is 
the story any it’s a‘hard one to 
get around. Manure is a won- 
derful fertilizer though not com- 
pletely balanced with all the

elements. You can grow some | 
of the plant food, nitrogen espe- | 


cially, with cover crops and help 
beat the fertilizer bill but you 
can’t get away from the fact that 
just so much plant food is re 
quired to grow every bushel of 
corn you take off an acre of 
ground. Too long have.too many 
of us bragged about making so 
many bushels with only so much 
fertilizer, but if we were taking 
out more than we were putting 
in, the plant food balance in our 
soil bank suffered. Certainly 
that’s no way to build up the 
soil, | 

I spread most of the phos- 
phoric acid and potash before 
the ground is cut, apply three 
to four hundred pounds of 4-6-8 
in bands at planting and the 
rest of the nitrogen as side 
dressing during the two tractor 
cultivations. I plant in 42-inch 
rows, extra deep furrows, 14-in. 
in the drill, using hybrid seed of 
constant two-ear varieties. Hy- 


brid seed corn is much better 


than most open pollinated or 
field corn, better in root system, 
stalk and ears. 

Corn crop yields should be 
figured backwards. That is, be- 
fore you plant you should figure 
what per-acre yield you want. 
If you have a variety of seed 
which you can count on to pro- 
duce under normal conditions a 
certain number of ears, weigh- 
ing so much, you can determine 
the number of plants or stalks 
per acre and thus arrive at the 
spacing you will use at planting 
time. You know what kind of a 
stand you usually get; allow for 
that too. The fertilizer or plant 
food is a cinch to figure and re- 
member, it’s got to be there al- 
ready or you’ve got to put it 
there! 

Highly important, of course, is 
a favorable season. Some sea- 
sons are better than others and, 
fortunately, we almost never 
have a complete failure. Any- 
how, I’ve found that in poor 
years, my highly fertilized,

day I’d like to put in my two 
cents’ worth. Seven years of 
farming without using a plow, 
moldboard or disc, and watch-. 
ing the vast improvement in my 
fields has convinced me. I’m sold 
on the combination of a tandem 
cutting harrow, subsurface chis- 
eler, single-stock subsoiler and 
tandem finishing harrow. Sounds 
like a lot but it pays to properly 
prepare any seed-bed. But all 
that’s another story; getting back 
to corn, you will be surprised to 
find how well that crop responds 
to a loosening, stirring or rip- 
ping of the subsoil, lets the tap 
roots travel downwzrd to get 
moisture during dry spells and 
permits a bigger, deeper root 
system. Corn takes a terrifie’ 
amount of water anyhow, and 
subsoiling lets the rainwater go 
down insteai of run ff, also 
Iets the moisture rise in dry 
spells. Now the experts are find- 
ing that-applying lime directly 
in the subsoil does wonders and 
that makes sense to me I’m go- 
ing to do some of it. A fur- 
ther surprise may await you if 
you’! apply a mineral mixture, 
or especially some zinc and man- 
ganese, in wit! ,our corn fer- 
tilizer. 

However you handle it, corn 
is a great crop. I like to plant it, 
cultivate it and see it grow. I 
like to hear it pop on those hot 
nights. Few growing things are 
prettier than a field of five or 
six-foot-high corn with husky, 
dark green leaves and sturdy, 
flattish stalks. And now that the 
shower is over, I think I’ll get 
right back to planting some of 
the stuff!
